Engineer Would Stretch 
Across the 
Grand Banks a Great Cable to Ef­ 
fect the Deposit of All the Heavy 
Matter

Would Choke Off Current and Give 
Free Play to W arm Gulf Stream. 


New York, Jan. 20.—t ’arroll Living­ 
ston Riker, mechanical engineer, who 
prepared the bill for the artificial ob­ 
struction 
of 
the 
Labrador current 
w here it m eets the gulf st ream, which 
was introduced into congress by Rep 
resents!ive ('alder of New York, has 
written a pamphlet which goes into 
particulars as to the ways and m eans 
Bit such an apparently gigantic under 
His plan, he says, of forming 
a I age jetty over the Grand Banks 
which would choko off the icy waters 
of the Labrador current, is a t once 
practicable and would cost less than 
$20,000,000. 
The w ater above the Grand Bank;; 
is com paratively shallow, Mr. Hiker 
says. 
He describes the banks as a 
‘’great plateau or sand bank, practi­ 
cally level 
on 
top, rising from 
the 
great depths of the ocean until there 
is only from 200 to 250 feet of w ater 
over it 
It is in this shoal w ate r that 
there comes th e gigantic conflict of 
the gulf stream 
and 
L abrador cur­ 
rent. 
Mr. Riker says that we m ust blame 
the flow of the L abrador current for 
producing our late springs and con­ 
stan t fogs. 
Now to choke off this destructive 
Labrador 
current, Mr. Riker says: 
“It only rem ains for man to place an 
obstruction that shall m aintain a po­ 
sition a few inches above 
the con­ 
stantly rising surface of the m aterial 
that is deposited when obstructed, to 
effect the deposit of all 
the heavy 
m atter th a t is in movement.” 
To let the ocean itself build up this 
great 
sandbar 
from 
its depths he 
would stretch across the banks some 
obstructor, such as a great cable that 
has been saturated with 
asphaltum 
and weighted with wire or otherwise. 
It should have the requisite specific 
gravity to cause it to just sink in the 
ocean and rest lightly upon the bot­ 
tom or bed, and having less specific 
gravity than the sand or other deposit 
it will 
thereby 
be 
prevented from 
sinking into or being buried by the 
deposit by virtue of its g reater buoy­ 
ancy, it being heavier than the w ater 
but lighter than the sand. 
Representative Calderas bill provides 
for a commission to inquire into the 
feasibility of such a plan. 
W hen the 
investigations of this commission are 
completed, Mr. Riker says th a t the 
carrying out of his scheme would be­ 
come a m atter for international ac­ 
tion.

The aim of murder law ought 
to be, first, to prevent the murderer 
murdering somebody else; second, to 
prevent others from committing mur­ 
der. Reform of murderers is no aim 
of sound law. 
Murder, like blood, 
runs In families. 
And such breeds 
should be ended as soon as possible. 
Hanging ie most merciful, because it 
saves most innocent lives, and makes 
executions fewer and fewer. 


Length of Telegraph Lines. 
The United States is easily first 
as regards tho length of her tele­ 
graph lines, being 1460,965 miles, or 
about three time as much as Great 
Britain or France, which have 386,- 
353 and 391,275 miles of wire, ro- 
ipectively. Germany has the largest 
telegraph system in Europe, 461.039 
miles. Russia, with Siberia included, 
has only 402,871 .miles of wire.

m an has no idea. 
For instance, the 
speed with which a French rep latest 
will bet its coffee ready on the m aneu­ 
ver ground looks som ething like leger­ 
dem ain. 
This correspondent has been 
with the F rench troops when it has 
rained for three days unceasingly, and 
when there was not a piece of dry 
wood for ten kilom eters around. 
Yet 
WUU In a q u arter of an hour of the 
bugles sounding the halt the fires very 
lit and the coffee was bolling. 
Give a 
French soldier a piece of m eat and a 
handful of potatoes and he will turn 


o k . a “ra ta ” which cannot be beat* a 
anyw here. 
As, according to the Napo­ 
leonic dictum , “an arm y m arches on 
its belly,*1 this is a trum p card In th* 
hands of the French 
soldiery, 
con­ 
cludes the w riter, 
T he French infantry soldier is prob­ 
ably as near the idval soldier as one 
can find. 
He has a cheerfulness un­ 
der difficulties, and an endless am ount 
of resource. 
Anyone who sees the 
bluecoated, red-trouserod “piouptou" 
lounging about the French garrison 
tow ns with his hands up to his elbows 
la his trousers pockets has considera­ 
ble difficulty in believing in his quali­ 
ties; but if one should m eet the sam e 
soldier a t m aneuvers, 
stepping 
out 
with the short, springy step of the j 
French 
infantry, 
w ith Id s 
fifty-six ; 
pounds of baggage on his back, he | 
would not know him again. 
W ith his 
g reat coat buttoned back to give free 
play to his legs, his trousers strapped 
Into his long godellots, his face bum 
ed to the color of chocolate by the 
blazing sun, and his uniform gray from 
the dust of the roads, he looks every 
Inch a soldier. 
B ut it is his extraor­ 
dinary m arching pow ers th a t astound 
the spectator. A French regim ent cov­ 
ers the ground a t w onderful speed, 
and never seem s to tire. 
Fifty k ilo 
m eters a day are a t tim es covered by 
French Infantry, and m arches of sev­ 
enty and more are occasionally done. 
The ‘‘C hasseurs a pied," the fam ous 
“ vitriers,” 
are 
unique 
am ong 
the 
Armies of Europe. 
W hat they can ac­ 
com plish in the way of m arching no 
other troops can pretend to equal. The 
K a ise rs 
sturdy 
Infantry 
soldier 
tram ps on mile after mike with dogged 
perseverance, but w ithout the wooden 
fill, elastic, springy step of the “pion 
pion.” TI:9 m arching pace of the Gel 
pitrtis is at least IO per cent, slow er 
than that of the French, which, a t a 
ti ideal m om ent, would bo 
enormous* 
Im portance. 
Col. Gaedke, the G erm an m ilitary 
critic, who w atched the .recent m aneu­ 
vers in (he Valley of the Loire, has 
w arned his countrym en not co Hold 
lightly the soldiers of France. 
Artel 
closely observing them in the field, 
in garrison and barracks, he has ai 
rived a t the conclusion -G erm an that.

nothing b etter to put against the**. 
Col. Gaedke, says fhe London Army
